4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest a CCD imaging apparatus in which a read pulse is 
generated at a first frame rate and a CCD drive pulse is generated at a second frame 
rate being n/2 times the first frame rate where n is an integer greater than 2, further 
including a frame memory for storing a signal output from the CCD corresponding to 
one frame after each of the CCD read pulse and for reading out the stored signal n/2 
times to a camera signal processing circuit as claimed. While systems which store 
frames in a memory and read them out multiple times are known (see for example, 
Schmale et al. (WO 00/02382), Saito (JP 04-160878) and Takano (JP 11-220727)), the 
claimed combination is not.
